Kenneth  Rexroth's  program  "Books,"  broadcast  on  KPFA  since  1951,  has 
excited  considerable  controversy  among  the  station's  listeners.  Ranging  in  subject 
from  reviews  of  literature,  contemporary  and  historical,  to  pungent  criticisms  of 
our  social  and  civil  ills,  the  broadcasts 
have  aroused  intense  reactions  over  the 
years.  Mr.  Rexroth  is  a  poet,  writer,  critic, 
painter— and  broadcaster.  He  studied  at 
the  New  School,  the  Art  Student's  League, 
and  the  Chicago  Art  Institute  —  but  he 
claims  that  no  school  taught  him  anything 
— except  the  Art  Institute. 

A  skier  and  climber,  much  of  his  crea- 
tive writing  has  been  done  in  the  high 
Sierras.  His  published  works  include:  IN 
WHAT  HOUR?,  THE  PHOENIX  AND 
THE  TORTOISE,  THE  SIGNATURE  OF 
ALL  THINGS,  THE  ART  OF  WORLDLY 
WISDOM,  BEYOND  THE  MOUNTAINS 
(Plays),  THE  DRAGON  AND  THE  UNI- 
CORN, 100  POEMS  FROM  THE  JAPA- 
NESE, 100  POEMS  FROM  THE  CHIN- 
ESE, and  IN  DEFENSE  OF  THE  EARTH. 

Rexroth's  poetry  and  some  of  his  prose  works  have  been  translated  into  a  wide 
variety  of  languages,  including  Japanese,  Lithuanian,  Greek,  Bengali,  and  Chinese. 
Recent  articles,  primarily  literary  criticism,  have  appeared  in  New  World  Writing, 
Perspectives  USA,  Arts  Digest,  Art  News,  The  New  Republic,  Evergreen  Review,  the 
New  York  Times,  and  the  Nation. 

As  a  lecturer  and  reader  of  his  poetry,  Rexroth  has  appeared  before  audiences 
in  many  colleges  in  the  United  States,  including  Harvard,  Bard,  Universities  of 
Kansas,  Buffalo,  Chicago,  Washington  and  British  Columbia. 

In  recent  years  nationwide  publicity  has  been  given  to  Rexroth's  Jazz-poetry 
recitals  in  night  clubs,  the  Jazz  Concert  Hall  in  Los  Angeles,  at  Reed  College  in 
Portland,  and  many  other  places.  He  has  just  returned  from  a  successful  series  of 
East  Coast  appearances.  He  has  been  awarded  two  Commonwealth  Club  medals, 
two  Guggenheim  Fellowships,  The  Tietjens  Award  from  Poetry  Magazine,  and  recently 
the  Shelley  Memorial  Award  from  the  Poetry  Society  of  America. 

In  addition  to  this  long  list  of  activities,  Rexroth's  influences  and  encourage- 
ment of  contemporary  poets  has  had  a  marked  effect  on  the  flourishing  activity  in

this  field  in  the  Bay  Area  and  throughout  the  rest  of  the  country.  His  home  has  been 
for  many  years  a  center  of  discussion,  study  and  reading  of  poetry,  and  numerous 
young  poets  have  found  encouragement  and  criticism — an  influence  rare  indeed  in 
contemporary  culture.  Innumerable  young  people  in  the  past  two  decades  have  been 
stimulated  by  Mr.  Rexroth  to  explore  political,  philosophical  and  literary  currents, 
both  past  and  present,  and  to  penetrate  with  questioning  and  critical  minds  the 
heritage  of  our  times.  Where  else  in  the  new  generation  is  this  dynamic  and  provoca- 
tive source  of  intellectual  inquiry  to  be  found?

PROGRAM  NOTES:  Beginning  on  Tuesday,  June  10,  we  begin  a  weekly  series  of 
stereophonic  concerts  in  connection  with  KQED.  This  will  enable  listeners  with  only 
one  FM  set  and  a  TV  receiver  to  hear  FM-FM  stereo.  Furthermore,  since  KQED  is 
also  non-commercial  and  educational,  it  will  enable  us  to  expand  the  scope  of  our 
stereophonic  concerts  to  include  broadcasts  from  universities  and  other  non-com- 
mercial sources.  Further  details  will  be  announced  in  the  next  Folio. 

For  the  next  few  weeks  our  Sunday  operatic  programs  will  be  devoted  to  some 
of  the  works  scheduled  by  the  San  Francisco  Opera  Company  next  fall;  we  begin 
the  series  in  this  Folio  with  Karl  Orff's  "Die  Kluge"  on  May  25th  and  Wagner's 
"Tannhauser"  on  June  1st.  A  couple  of  other  operatic  offerings  of  interest  are  "La 
Grande  Breteche"  by  the  New  York  banker-turned-composer  Avery  Claflin  on  June 
4th,  and  George  Kleinsinger's  amusing  treatment  of  Don  Marquis'  beloved  archy  and 
mehitabel  on  June  7th,  with  San  Francisco's  Carol  Channing  as  the  toujours-gaie 
feline  from  Shinbone  Alley. 

Isaac  Deutscher's  three-part  documentary  "The  Stalin  Myth,"  produced  by  the 
BBC,  was  described  glowingly  by  Robert  Lewis  Shay  on  in  a  recent  Saturday  Review 
article  as  one  of  the  finest  things  radio  has  ever  offered,  and  we  are  /ebroadcasting 
it,  beginning  in  this  Folio,  in  answer  to  many  requests.  Mr.  Deutscher  was  born  in 
Poland  in  1907,  and  joined  the  Communist  Party  there  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  where 
he  became  chief  editor  of  its  underground  publications  and  spent  several  periods  in 
prison.  His  biography  of  Stalin,  published  in  1947,  has  been  widely  translated;  in 
it  he  portrays  the  leader  as  something  more  of  man  than  superman.  For  the  book  .  .  . 
as  for  the  BBC  series  ...  he  had  access  to  many  secret  Party  documents  of  early 
congresses,  long  inaccessible.
